2.50fr. plus 5fr. the new abbey as it 
appeared in 1761 to 1793 is shown in 
the center, with a medallion portrait 
of Empress Marie-Therese at the left 
top and a similar portrait of Duke 
Charles de Lorraine at the right top; 
the 5fr. plus 20fr. depicts the laying 








of the corner stone of the new abbey 
in 1930 by The Duke de Brabant, to- 
gether with Prince Leopold and Gen- 
eral D. H. J. Smets, with a full-length 
portrait of Cardinal Van Roey at the 
left and a like portrait of Mgr. Hey- 
len at the right. The highest value, 
i. e. the 10fr. plus 40fr. is a stamp 
we would judge as large as the cor- 
responding value in the Cardinal Mer- 
cer set and is somewhat on the my- 


thological style of design, designed 
by Jean Remy. The Blessed Virgin 
Mary holding the Child occupies the 
center portion, surrounded by six 
angels each holding a coat of arms 
representing each of the six Abbeys, 
Orval, St. Sixte, Rochefort, West- 
malle, Achel and Scourmont. The 
Coat of Arms of the 7th Abbey rest 
at the feet of the Virgin. 

Dr. Louis Goldberg, 67 Rue de Ven- 
ise, Brussels, Belgium, to whom we 
are indebted for the advance illustra- 
tions also advises that these stamps 
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will be disposed of by way of sub- 
scription, for the set complete and 
that the subscription lists close Jan- 
uary 15th, 1934. 

The values below the 10fr. are 
either horizontal or upright rectangu- 
lar format. If the proper colors are 
used to harmonize with the engrav- 
ings, the set should equal in attrac- 
tiveness any thus far issued by this 
popular country.

Stamps Stolen at 
Chicago Fair 


Fourteen pages of stamps have 
been stolen from the Stamp Collec- 
tors’ Nook at A Century of Progress 
and a reward is offered for their re- 
turn, with an additional reward if the 
thief is caught and convicted. 

The stamps can be easily identified, 
as thirteen pages were on white pa- 
per with a black, printed border, the 
entire page covered with cellophane. 
Among the stamps contained were 
five from Bergdorf, probably _re- 
prints; three Hawaiian Missionaries, 
No. 9, No. 10 pen cancelled and No. 
23, which appear to be counterfeits; 
Nova Scotia No. 5, used, in poor con- 
dition; New South Wales No. 10; 
three Cape Triangles; United States 
5e and 10c—47, used, No. 30 or No. 
32D, No. 145, No. 149 and No. 150, 
unused, No. 1300, No. 1301 and No. 
1302, unused; Newfoundland No. 1 or 
No. 16, unused, No. 17, used and four 
or five others; Western Australia No. 
2, used; Baden No. 24, used; Lubeck 
No. 4 and No. 11, used; Bremen No. 
3 or No. 9 and No. 7 or No. 11, used; 
a complete set of Belgian Picards, 
unused, but autographed by A. Pic- 
ard; and many other stamps of high 
catalog value in average condition. 

There was also stolen at the same 
time one page of United States pre- 
canceled stamps, mounted on blue 
paper with description below each 
stamp typewritten in and printed de- 
scriptive matter regarding precancel 
collecting pasted on the page. 

The majority of these stamps were 
the property of Mr. Charles M. Sloan 
of Chicago, who loaned them for ex- 
hibit purposes and who attaches a 
high value to them for sentimental as 
well as philatelic reasons.

The stamp is now in possession of 
the mission at Techny, Illinois, and 
it is proposed that the stamp be of- 
fered for sale. 

While we can not vouch for the 
authenticity of either the stamp or 
story that comes with it, the tale is 
entirely plausible and it is difficult 
to understand how it should happen 
that there were not numerous inverts 
in this historic issue.

P. O. D. Comes Clean On 
Byrd Stamp 


A notice from C. B. Eilenberger, 
Third Assistant Postmaster General 
under date of October 17 has the fol- 
lowing to say as regards use of the 
Byrd stamp. 

“While the Little America stamp 
was issued primarily for (mail sent 
on the Byrd Antarctic Expedition) the 
above purpose, the stamp is valid for 
ordinary postage purposes, and mail 
matter so stamped should be accepted 
at any postoffice where presented for 
dispatch. 

“However it is desired to discour- 
age the use of the Little America 
stamp on mail not destined to be car- 
ried on the Byrd Antarctic Expedition. 
Therefore, the Little America stamp 
is not being distributed to postoffices 
for placing on sale to the public to 
meet mailing requirements.” °

Collectors can now look back upon 
the Historical Flight of the Graf 
Zeppelin to the Century of Progress, 
with its deluge of covers, which makes 
very interesting history. It brought 
covers from a large number of Euro- 
pean and South American countries, 
as well as sendings made from and in 
the U. S. Those sent from New York 
by Steamer to make this flight bear 
the Special U. S. Zepp stamp can- 
celled Oct. 2nd, the first day of issue, 
and the U. S. cachet in magenta, 
while covers from Miami were cach- 
eted in violet, from Akron in purple 
and Chicago in black. As to quan- 
tities, R. W. Speakman writes that 
the number carried on the Graf from 
Miami were 14,200 covers and 221 
ecards, all of which were postmarked 
Sept. 23d. 6 PM, except 12 which were 
sent to the field for field cancellation. 
Of these 12,207 pieces went to Chi- 
cago, and 2,214 went to Akron. The 
number receiving the Chamber of 
Commerce cachet there was 3,223 of 
which only 904 were carried on the 
ship. He also says that he received 
many covers too late for the event, 
and that they will be held for the 
Macon event for which the Chamber 
has provided a beautiful cachet.

The Dead Letter Office 





Quicker handling and disposition of 
dead letters is one of the new econ- 
omy measures instituted by Post- 
master General Farley. It is estimat- 
ed that an annual saving of $100,000 
per year will be affected. 

Beginning December 1, under the 
new plan, dead letters will either be 
on their way back to the senders or 
destroyed within 48 hours of their 
reaching or being deposited in a dead 
letter branch. At the present time 


it takes seven days to dispose of one. 
Dead letters containing valuable en- 
closures, which for any reason can 





not be returned to the sender are held 
one year for claimant. 

Checks, drafts and money orders 
found in dead letters handled by this 
department during the last fiscal year 
had a value of more than three and 
a half million dollars.
